When most people from this 
area hear “Tech,” Virginia Tech 
is the first thing that pops into 
their mind.

Education Department, with 
about 300 enrolled students, has 
grown significantly—partially due 
to recent renovations.

Other classes include: Power 
& Transportation Technology, 
Energy & Power, Manufacturing 
& Construction, Technology 
Education 1-2, Basic Technical 
Drawing, Engineering Drawing, 
Architectural Drawing, and 
Advanced Drawing Instruction. 

Power and Transportation is 
primarily auto-mechanics and 
power accessories, while 
Energy & Power explores 
techniques of servicing and 


repairing machines’ and 
equipment powered by small 
engines. 


In Manufacturing & 
Construction, students design, 
build, and test scale-model 
structures while experiencing a 
variety of manufacturing 


careers. This year Technology 
Education Il, taught by Mark 
Hornick, entails building toy 
trucks to donate to Toys for Tots. 

Senior Donnie Bowers said, 
“Its great. Our program can help 
give kids a Christmas that they 
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wouldn't otherwise have.” 

Basic Tech Drawing, usually 
the department's entry-level 
course, is taught by Kelly, Doug 
Sable, and Vic Williams. Its 
curriculum includes all of the 
basic studies, methods, and 
styles for shapes, lines, 
dimensions, and paper layout. 
Basic Tech Drawing also 
encourages further endeavors in 
other  technology-related 
subjects. 

After Basic, as students refer 
to it, follows Engineering Drawing 
and Architectural Drawing. In 
Engineering Drawing, students 
focus on technical structure and 
the manufacture of mechanical 
parts such as threads and 
fasteners. 

Architectural Drawing teaches 
students rules, regulations, and 
design of large-scale structures 
such as houses and restaurants. 

Higher-level subjects are 
Advanced Drawing Instruction, 
CAD, and next year’s newly 
offered Advanced Architectural

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Applications. 

“These courses provide 
students the opportunity to obtain 
skills needed for the world of work 
and post-secondary instruction,” 
said Kelly. Advanced Drawing 
Instruction is a step up in the 
Architectural field and basically 
goes much farther in depth on 
subjects like costs of building 
and foundation, floor, sill, and roof 
design. 

If engineering Is a field of 
interest, CAD is probably the 
most important course because 
it allows students to learn both 
computer design software and 
CAD drafting standards. 

Advanced Architectural 
Applications will also teach 
computer design software in its 
relationship with the 
architectural industry. 

The department, though 
thriving, is constantly looking for 
more enrollments and 
encouraging more student 
interest and participation.

We've all heard that Thomas 


Dale will become the Visual and 
Performance Arts Specialty Cen- 
ter for Chesterfield County, but 
many are confused about what this 
will mean for the school. 

So, what's the answer to this 
crucial question? Becoming the 
specialty center will mean a Jot! 

Students will have more avail- 
able choices for their academic 
pursuits and interests. An audi- 
tioning process will be required 
for students who would like to 
attend, the Specialty Center. 

Charmaine Crowell-White, 
member of our Performing Arts De- 
partment and the coordinator of 
the Performing Arts Specialty Cen- 
ter, said, “We have the students’ 
best interest at heart by working 
across the curriculum. Through 


Our program involving dance, 
music, and the like, students will 
be able to trace the history of civi- 
lization. We will work with other 
areas to incorporate teachings of 
literature, science, history, and 
math.” 

The Specialty Center plans to 
open in September 2002. The first 
goal of this program is to add a 
dance program. This willbe anew 
offering in the county curriculum 
and will be offered only at Tho- 
mas Dale High School. It will open 
in stages, focusing first on dance 
and theatre arts. 

Band director Jason More- 
house is currently designing the 
Curriculum, taking into account pro- 
fessional oppurtunities in the 
county and performance in the 
greater Richmond area. This will 
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help prepare students for their 
collegiate studies. The band will 
focus specifically on chamber 
music. Professionals and college 
professors will be brought in from 
around the area to perform; these 
orofessionals will enhance the 
classes. 

The facilities will also be 
greatly improved. A computer 
MIDI (Music/Instrument Digital 
Interface) lab, renovated band 
room, and new performance hall 
will be incorporated. Morehouse 
commented, “We are very excited 
about the many oppurtunities to 
enhance our band and music pro- 
grams. Some of these changes 
will help students learn more in- 
teresting and advanced proce- 
dures and techniques.” 

Many great ideas are being 


planned for the Visual and Per- 
forming Arts Specialty Center. 
The biggest challenge will most 
likely be competing with the ex- 
cellent programs elsewhere in the 
county. Ms. Crowell-White stated, 
“We need to go a step further to 
motivate students to leave their 
home school and come here to 
learn—we need to have a very 
strong program.” 

This innovative program will 
be a wonderful asset for Thomas 
Dale. We will plan to have evening 
and weekend seminars featuring 
well-known artists and perform- 
ers. 

“We will have one of the most 
well-equipped facilites in the area,” 
Ms. Crowell-White predicted. “We 
will go beyond all previous class- 
room possibilities.”

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The 2001 Reflector theme was decided upon during the 2000 
school year by the upcoming editorial staff. The theme, One ina 
Million, was chosen because of its relevance to the school year 
2001 and the diverse atmosphere at Dale, which truly makes it a 
high school that is “One in a Million.” 

Our cover is acollection of over 460 student pictures randomly 
chosen from all students who had their photographs in the 
yearbook. The idea was to create this collection of student pictures 
which blended together, but highlighted the Knight logo which 
symbolized how unique we all are as whole. The cover concept 
was created by our graphic artist and assembled by the editor-in- 
chief. Al!l color pictures were grayscaled, and all pictures were 
resized to the allocated grid size. 

The cover is Vista Custom Embossed Litho and is quarterbound 
with a white/black 1075 base. The inks used for the cover were 
Black 950, Scarlet 200. Red Foil F-6 was used for the word ‘One’ 
and was also used on the spine of the book. The lid of the book is 
also stamped. 

The book binding was smyth sewn and square-baked. 

The 2001 yearbook Is 9x12 inches in size, which is an increase 
from last year’s 8x11 inch yearbook. The editorial staff felt like a 
larger-sized book provided for 
much more flexibility with the 
creation of the publication. The 
paper selected for the book 
was 80#, which was chosen 
because of the sophisticated 
look it gave to the pages. 

Our publication consists of 
264 pages, with an additional 
64-page supplement that 
students receive in the fall. 

The first two signatures of 
the yearbook were printed in 
process color. An additional 
section that covers school 
Spirit activities was also 
added to the yearbook. The

was printed with black ink. 

The fonts used in the 2001 Reflector were selected from the 
Adobe Fontfolio package. They were Avantgarde, Helvetica 
Light and Isadora ITC. Wingdings 3 was also used to create 
the caption icons. Isadora ITC was used to create the ‘One’ 
used throughout the book. 

The staff designed the yearbook on two 400 mhz IBM PC 
systems; also used were two 66 mhz 486 class systems. 
Microsoft Word and Works were used for word processing all 
stories and sidebars. Adobe Pagemaker 6.5 was used to create 
and design the pages. Adobe Photoshop was used to process 
all pictures used on the cover. All of our systems were networked 
together, and we shared a fileserver with the school newspaper, 
The Knightly News. 

This year’s edition of the Reflector was published by the 
Herff-Jones company of Gettysburg, PA. Our yearbook would 
not have been possible without the assistance of Scott Devore, 
our HJ account representative, and Nancy Tierce, our publishing 
representative.
